My  predecessor,  Dr,  E.A.  Perrott,  retired  from  office  on 
30th  June,  1960,  after  eight  years  of  loyal  and  devoted  service. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  her  many  talents  will  not  be  lost  sight  of 
in  the  community,  as  she  will  continue  -to  reside  in  the  area* 

The  statistics  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  appear  on 
subsequent  pages,  and  these  are  highly  satisfactory. 

Innovations  in  the  report  are  the  insertion  of  an  index, 
and  the  appearance  of  an  article  written  by  a  guest  contributor. 

In  the  latter  instance,  an  approach  v/as  made  to  Miss  I*  Mansbridge, 
S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  Q,  «N  • ,  H.V.Cert.,  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer, 
Cumberland  County  Council,  who  has  kindly  contributed  an  article  on 
The  Domiciliary  Nursing  Service. 

Rehousing  of  expanding  families  and  of  the  elderly  continued 
to  be  major  problems  during  the  year,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  housing  programme  will  keep  up  to  schedule  in  1961. 

There  were  two  outbreaks  of  food-poisoning  during  the  year, 
involving  18  persons  in  all*  Reports  of  these  appear  under  the 
appropriate  heading. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  a  scheme  for  a  Comprehensive 
School  Medical  Examination  in  the  Millom  area  was  submitted  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  This  examination,  the  first  of  its  kind 
in  Cumberland,  was  put  into  operation  on  21st  September,  1960  (vide 
pages  22  and  23)  • 

Looking  ahead,  I  feel  obliged  to  point  out  to  the  Council 
that  existing  sewerage  at  Drigg,  Holmrook  and  Soascale  will  shortly 
require  their  serious  consideration,  though  for  different  reasons. 
In  the  case  of  Drigg  and  Holmrook,  a  number  of  householders  are 
still  obliged  to  use  the  most  primitive  of  toilets.  In  the  case 
of  Seascale,  sewerage  which  may  at  one  time  have  been  adequate  for 
a  modest  village  community,  now  falls  short  of  the  requirements  for 
a  population  of  nearly  3,000,  which  is  likely  to  expand  in  numbers

MATERNITY  HOSPITALS. 


Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Whitehaven  Hospital, 
Risedale  Maternity  Hospital,  Barrow-in-Furness,  or  Oubas  House, 
Ulverston. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITALS . 

These  are  the  Devonshire  Road  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital, 
Barrow-in-Furness,  and  Galemire  Hospital,  Cleator  Moor, 

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

Cases  of  Smallpox  would  be  admitted  to  the  Langley  Park. 
Hospital,  County  Durham.  In  the  event  of  an  outbreak  occurring,' 
Fairhill  Isolation  Hospital,  Penrith,  would  be  called  into  action. 
The  Cumberland  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  ambulance 
which  would  come  from  the  hospital  at  Penrith. 

THE  IvULLOM  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Cumberland  County  Council. 
One  emergency  stretcher  ambulance  and  one  dual  purpose  vehicle  are 
stationed  at  the  Queen  Street  Depot,  Millom.  In  addition  there 
are  10  firms  providing  sitting-case  cars  and  2  hospital  car 
service  drivers  based  in  the  Millom  rural  area.

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TUBERCULOSIS . 


There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  during  1960,  giving 
a  death  rate  per  1,000  for  the  area  of  0.06,  compared  with  a 
figure  of  0.07  for  England  and  Wales. 

Nine  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  wore  notified 
during  the  year.

B.C.G.  (Bacille  Calmette-Guerin)  Vaccine. 

This  is  a  vaccine  made  from  a  live  avirulent  strain  of  the 
tubercle  bacillus,  which,  when  injected,  causes  the  development 
of  resistance  to  the  tubercle  bacillus. 


Protection  by  B.C.G.  is  offered  to  certain  sections  of  the 
community  (e.g.  to  school  leavers)  who  have  been  tested  and  been 
found  to  be  tuberculin  negative. 

Although  B.C.G,  may  not  completely  protect  against 
tuberculosis,  if  provides  sensitivity  against  the  disease.  Below 
are  figures  of  school  children  who  were  dealt  with  by  the  School 
Health  Service  during  1960,

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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


Cases  of  venereal  disease  and  allied  disorders  are  treated 
at  special  treatment . centres  at  the  Whitehaven  Hospital  or  the 
Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  Barrow-in-Furness •  Treatment  is 
completely  confidential  and  free  of  charge. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  Whitehaven  Hospital  treated 
no  cases  of  venereal  disease  from  the  Mil lom  rural  district  during 
1960,  and  the  Special  Clinic,  Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  dealt  with 
only  one  case  of  latent  syphilis  and  two  cases  of  non-venereal 
conditions.  This  is  particularly  gratifying  when  one  considers 
upward,  trends  in  other  parts  of  the  country  and  the  alarming 
problem  of  the  adolescent  infected  with  venereal  disease. 


LABORATORY  SERVICE. 


This  is  provided  by  the  Public  Health 'Laboratory  Service 
based  on  the  Cumberland  Infirmary,  Carlisle.  A  special  word  of 
tribute  is  due  Dr.  D.G.  Davies  of  that  establishment,  and  his 
colleagues,  for  the  speed  with  which  they  dealt  with  the  large 
numbers  of  specimens  resulting  from  our  numerous  investigations 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  With  local  hospital 
laboratory  facilities  denied  us,  it  has  been  a  source  of  great 
encouragement  to  the  department  to  know  we  could  rely  on  their 
assistance . 

MENTAL  HOSPITALS. 


Cases  of  mental  illness  are  admitted  to  Lancaster  Moor 
Hospital,  Lancaster;  Garlands  Hospital,  Carlisle,  or  the 
psychiatric  wing  at  the  Vfost  Cumberland  Hospital,  Hensingham. 


THE  DOMICILIARY  NURSING  SERVICE

The  Domiciliary  Nursing  Service  is  an  important  branch  of 
the  National  Health  Service ,  and  it  is  the  responsibility  of  a 
Borough  or  County  Council  to  maintain  this  service. 

The  nursing  staff  may  consist  of  full-time  health  visitors, 
midwives  and  district  nurses,  each  responsible  for  a  part  of  the 
work,  or  the  work  may  be  combined  and  one  nurse  may  undertake 
general  nursing  and  midwifery  or  general  nursing,  midwifery  and 
health  visiting  in  a  rural  area. 

The  nurses  are  all  highly  qualified,  being  State  Registered 
Nurses,  State  Certified  Midwives  and,  if  acting  as  a  health  visitor, 
will  hold  the  Health  Visitor Ts  Certificate,  which  means  that  a 
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nurse  may  have  had  five  years  training  before  working  in  this 
Service • 

In  Mi Horn  and  the  rural  district  around,  the  present  nursing 
staff  consists  of:- 

1  full-time  Health  Visitor 

2  full-time  District  Nurse  Midwives 

1  part-time  District  Nurse  Midwife 

5  District  Nurse  Midwife/Health  Visitors 

1  part-time  school  and  clinic  nurse. 

There  are  many  facets  of  the  work  other  than  the  actual 
practical  nursing  of  the  sick,  or  attending  to  the  mothers  and 
babies  in  their  own  homes.  The  continued  rise  in  the  age  of  the 
population  brings  with  it  problems  associated  with  old  ago,  and 
advice  and  help  is  continually  needed  in  a  variety  of  ways,  ranging 
from  the  provision  of  aids  for  the  handicapped,  to  homo  helps, 
meals  on  wheels,  etc. 

There  is  a  continued  development  in  the  prevention  of  illness 
by  immunisation  of  the  young  children.  Health  education  of  tho 
community  in  general  is  of  groat  importance  and  forms  a  part  of  the 
nurse !s  work.  Talks,  illustrated  by  film  strips  and  f lannelgraphs , 
are  given  to  Womens’  Institutes,  Youth.  Clubs,  school  leavers,  etc., 
on  a  variety  of  subjects,  by  the  nursing  staff. 

The  nurses  themselves  are  kept  informed  of  all  new  trends  by 
attending  post-graduate  courses  in  other  parts  of  the  country, 'and 
attending  group  meetings  arranged  for  the  county  nursing  staff. 


TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 


Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  St.  George’s  Road  Clinic, 
Millom,  from  2  to  4  p.m,  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  in  the 
month,  and  at  St.  Cuthbert’s  Hall,  Seascale,  from  2  to  4  p.m.  on 
alternate  Thursdays. 

Together  with  other  assistant  county  medical  officers,  I  have 
taken  up  with  Dr.  Leiper,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  the  question 
of  Cumberland  County  Council  permitting  the  use  of  combined  antigens 
in  their  clinics.  These  antigens  are  already  used  by  general 
practitioners  in  the  area.  Their  value  lies  in  the  fact  that  they 
confer  immunity  (or  near-immunity)  to  a  number  of  different  diseases 
by  single  ” shots”,  thereby  diminishing  tho  total  number  of  injections 
required  per  child. 

On  tho  subject  of  clinics,  a  new  multi-purpose  clinic  may  be 
built  at  Seascale  in  the  forseeable  future. 
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Other  sessions  are  held  at  Mi  Horn  Clinic  as  follows: -

Recommendations  for  treatment  can  be  made  by  all  doctors, 
health  visitors  or  district  nurses  in  the  area.

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Scarlet  Fever. 


The  Scarlet  Fever  epidemic  which  had  begun  in  October,  1959, 
continued  to  give  rise  to  numbers  of  cases  until  late  in  the  year. 

In  all  40  cases  occurred,  compared  with  28  in  the  preceeding  year. 

Dr.  Perrott,  in  consultation  with  Dr.  Grant  Nicol  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  put  into  operation  a  scheme  for  the  exclusion  of  school 
contacts,  with  the  object  of  preventing  dissemination  of  the  disease. 
In  all  probability  this  scheme  had  much  to  do  with  the  eventual 
termination  of  the  epidemic.  No  deaths  resulted  and  the  condition 
was  generally  mild. 

Measles. 


Fourteen  cases  of  Measles  resulted  during  the  year.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  the  disease.

From  the  above  it  will  be  apparent  that  diphtheria  immunisation 
in  Cumberland  (in  terms  of  the  child  population  protected  against 
this  killer-disease) ,  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  It  will  certainly 
be  our  purpose  in  1961  to  endeavour  to  influence  parents  to  accept 
immunisation  for  their  children.  The  latter  remarks  also  apply  to 
whooping  cough  vaccination,  which  is  essential  for  the  protection  of 
the  child  in  the  first  months  of  life.

There  were  89  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  daring  1960.  No  deaths 
resulted  from  the  disease. 

Smallpox, 


No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  If  it  is  true 
that  only  4  persons  per  3. ,000  are  vaccinated  against  Smallpox  in 
Groat  Britain  today,  wo  can  have  little  ground  for  complacency. 
With  air-travel  bringing  the  citizens  of  the  Millom  rural  district 
into  intimate  contact  with  travellers  from  the  continent  and  Asia, 
it  behoves  us  to  raise  the  only  known  protective  shield  we  have  to 
this  disfiguring,  and  frequently  fatal,  disease  -  viz:  by  means  of 
successful  vaccination.  Vaccination  for  infants  and  children  can 
be  carried  out  at  Cumberland  County  Council  infant  welfare  clinics, 
or  by  arrangement  with  general  practitioners.  Adults  (except  in 
times  of  emergency)  cannot  be  vaccinated  at  Cumberland  clinics  and 
should  consult  their  family  doctors  if  they  desire  smallpox 
vaccination  to  be  carried  out.

Tetanus . 


Better  known  to  the  layman  as  ”lockjaw”,  Tetanus  is  a  disease 
which  causes  £00  cases  annually  in  England  and  Wales*  with  a  death 
rate  of  54,  It  is  generally  accepted  that  the  mortality  is 
highest  in  childhood,  and' higher  in  rural  than  urban  areas. 

Children  form  an  accident-prone  section  of  the  population,  and  hence 
are  very  much  at  risk  to  the  disease . 

Family  doctors  in  the  Millom  rural  district  have  for  some 

i/ 

time  past  been  able  to  offer  active  immunisation  to  babies  and 
children  against  the  disease,  by  the  use  of  combined  antigens 
incorporating  Tetanus  Toxoid,  It  is  hoped  that  by  early  1961  all 
Cumberland  County  Council  clinics  will  be  able  to  provide  similar 
protection. 

Food  Poisoning. 


An  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  in  one  area  of  the 
Millom  Rural  District  from  18th  -  20th  June,  1960,  causing  14  cases 
of  Food  Poisoning.  Hero  is  an  extract  from  Dr.  PerrottTs  report 

”An  explosive  type  of  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  during 
the  weekend  18th  -  20th  June,  the  cause  being  tongue 
that  had  been  infected  with  Staphylococci,  The  same  germs  were 
grown  from  nasal  swabs  taken  from  the  owner  of  the  shop  and  three 
of  his  assistants.  These  four  were  all  sent  to  their  own  doctors, 
and  those  with  heavy  growths  taken  off  work  altogether.  All 
reasonable  precautions  are  being  taken  and  since  20th  June  no 
further  cases  have  occurred.  All  the  victims  have  recovered 
completely.” 

(By  the  25th  July  all  food  handlers  were  found  to  be 
clinically  and  bacteriologically  negative) 

During  the  month  of  October,  a  further  outbreak  of  staph¬ 
ylococcal  food  poisoning  resulted  in  4  cases.  The  source  of 
infection  was  traced  to  cooked  tongue  from  the  same  promises  as 
before.  Staphylococci  of  the  food  poisoning  group  were  cultured 
from  pustules  on  the  arms  of  one  food  handler  and  from  the  nose  of 


another.  Identical  organisms  were  grown  from  the  tongue -press • 

The  tongue  had  been  slowly  cooled  in  the  same  room  in  which  it  had 
been  cooked.  This  room  was  hot  and  humid,  with  a  steady  room 
temperature  of  82°F.  when  cooking  had  taken  place  over  a  period  of 
hours.  Slow  cooling  of  recently  contaminated  materials  easily 
allows  for  the  growth  of  staphylococci  and  enterotoxin  production. 
In  this  case,  conditions  were  ideali 

A  number  of  recommendations  were  made  to  the  owner  of  the 
promises  and  his  staff  in  respect  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1960.  These  v/ere  readily  agreed  to,  and  surveillance 
by  the  department  met  with  the  full  co-operation  of  all  concerned. 


SCHOOL  HEALTH . 

All  schools  were  medically  inspected  during  the  year. 


Compr ohensive  School  Medical  Examination. 


On  page  13  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  School 
Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Je  Leiper,  M.B.E.,  T.D.,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  M.R.C.S 
L.R.C.P.,  D.P.H.,  on  the  School  Health  Service  for  the  year  1960, 
Cumberland  County  Council  (Education  Committee) ,  under  the  heading 
of  Medical  Inspection,  there  appears  the  following: -

” Only  one  departure  has  occurred  in  1960  from  the  established 
pattern  of  the  three  routine  medical  examinations  of  children  at 
school  entry  and  in  the  tenth  and  fourteenth  years.  In . the 
latter  part  of  the  year  a  variation  in  the  method  of  medical 
inspection  was  introduced  in  the  Millom  area,  and  Dr.  Jackson 
writes  of  this:- 


»In  1953  the  Minister  of  Education  approved  alternative 
arrangements  for  the  periodic  medical  inspection.  In 
the  Millom  area  of  Cumberland,  as  an  experiment,  a 
comprehensive  school  medical  examination  has  been  intro¬ 
duced.  This  includes  the  routine  testing  of. the  urine 
and  blood  pressure  in  both  sexes  and  the  testing  of 
colour  vision  in  boys.  If  necessary,  each  child  is 
given  a  booster  injection  against  diphtheria  and  the 
parent  supplied  with  an  immunisation  record  card  bearing 
data  (as  far  as  ascertainable)  of  all  previous  prophyl¬ 
actic  procedures,  together  with  entries  of  anti-tetanic 
serum  received,  or  sequelae  resulting  from  its  admin¬ 
istration.  The  examination  concludes  with  a  film-strip 
show  on  Health  Education. 

*It  is  difficult  to  forecast  the  ultimate  fate  of  the 
ordinary  periodic  medical  inspection,  but  as  long  as  it 
is  statutorily  required,  every  endeavour  should  bo 
directed  at  improving  and  modernising  it,  so  that  it  may 
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continue  to  be  of  value  in  an  era  of  a  healthier  school 
population  and  a  National  Health  Service*  The  Mi Horn 
experiment  is  one  such  attempt ” 

ON  CURRENT  ME  PI  OIL  MATTERS  > 

Questions  are  frequently  put  to  members  of  the  department 
relating  to  some  of  the  diseases  which  a.re  uppermost  in  the  minds  of 
the  public  today.  A  selection  of  these  are  given  below. 

(Q)  How  can  one  avoid  having  coronary  thrombosis? 

(A)  One  can  do  no  better  than  reiterate  the  views  of  a  world  famous 
cardiologist  on  the  subject  of  preventing,  or  delaying,  the  early 
onset  of  the  degenerative  processes  which  involve  the  blood  vessels 
of  the  heart  and  lead  to  coronary  thrombosis,  viz: 

(1)  If  overweight,  diet  until  you  reach  what  should 
be  your  normal  poundage  in  relation  to  a.ge , 
height  and  body  build,  then 'maintain  that  weight. 

(2)  Physical  exercise,  especially  for  those  in 
sedentary  occupations,  for  ^Physical  fatigue 
from  exercise  or  work  enjoyed  is  the  best  tonic 
of  all  and  prevents  the  development  of  the 
degenerative  processes  described77  • 

(Q)  Is  there  anything  one  can  do  to  minimise  the  likelihood  of 
one ?  s  developing  cancer  of  the  lung,  particularly  if  one  already 
smokes  cigarettes? 

(A)  If  you  do  not  smoke  cigarettes,  you  have  a  fifty  times  better 
chance  Against*  getting  lung  cancer  than  if  you  smoke  twenty-five 
a  day.  Also,  if  you  give  up  smoking  you  chance  improves. 

As  far  as  children  are  concerned  it  is  vitally  important  that 
they  be  stopped  of  the  habit  new \ 

(q)  Do  lumps  in  the  female  breast  necessarily  mean  cancer? 

(A)  No.  If  women  would  report  lumps  in  the  breast  earlier  than 
they  do,  many  would  be  spared  years  of  worry  over  benign  conditions, 
and  7  out  of  8  cases  of  malignant  tumours  could  be  dealt  with 
surgically,  instead  of  the  1  out  of  2  successfully  treated  today. 

(Q)  Wc  hear  more  and  more  these  days  of  an  increase  in  cases  of 
food  poisoning  and  of  dysentery  in  this  country.  How  can  this  be 

prevented? 

(A)  Members  of  families,  from  the  youngest  to  the  oldest,  can  do 
much,  collectively  and  individually,  to  minimise  the  risks  of  food 
poisoning  by  practising  good  personal  hygiene,  especially  in 
thoroughly  washing  the  hands  after  use  of  the  toilet*  The  protection 
of  food  from  flies,  and  their  destruction,  are  every  bit  as 
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important  in  the  family fs  chain  of  defence. 

Every  food  handler ,  v;hatevor  his  (or  her)  role  -  whether  it 
be  behind  the  counter,  or  behind  the  crate  or  wheel  -  should 
recognise  his  (or  her)  importance  in  community  health  maintenance • 
The  careful  and  intelligent  food  handler  is  justifiably  proud  of 
good  personal  standards.  Again,  the  importance  of  thorough 
washing  after  use  of  the  ¥ . G •  and  the  ^recognition  of  invisible 
germs”  lurking  on  a  cold  sore  or  clean- 3-ooking  cut,  shows  a  sound 
appreciation  of  potential  dangers.  Thoughtlessness  or  ignorance, 
on  the  other  hand,  can  be  disastrous. 


/  Finally,  members  of  the  public  and  club  secretaries  are 
reminded  that  the  Health  Department  maintains  a  varied  selection 
Health  Education  literature,  which  can  bo  procured  on  request.

Chemical  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  various  supplies 
throughout  the  district,  suggest  that  the  risk  of  plunbo-solvency  is 
negligible.  However  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  approved  a  Byelaw 
prohibiting  the  use  of  pipes  of  lead  or  lead  alley  for  uso  in  water 
services  intended  for  the  conveyance  of  water  for  human  consumption.

Y/ith  the  exception  of  the  Santon  Area  supply,  which  is  received 
in  bulk  from  the  Ennerdale  R.D.C.,  all  supplies  are  chlorinated.  When 
contamination  of  a  raw  water  is  indicated  by  increased  ''Chlorine  demand" 
the  gathering  grounds  of  that  particular  source  arc  inspected  to 
ascertain  the  probable  cause.  Quite  frequently  contamination  is  caused 
by  the  unburied  bodies  of  animals,  particularly  sheep.  These  carcasses 
are  removed  and  buried  elsewhere.  The  area  where  the  carcass  had  lain 
is  then  treated  with  line.  Samples  of  water  going  into  supply  are  regul¬ 
arly  sent  from  all  supplies  for  bacteriological  examination  and  mains  are 
periodically  flushed. 
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When  e.  doubtful  report  is  received  from  n  bacteriological 
examination  of  chlorinated  water,  an  immediate  examination  and  tests 
are  made  to  ascertain  the  cause.  Further  samples  are  them  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination.

HOUSING* 

From  the  information  herewith  sot  out  it  will  bo  noted  that 
satisfactory  progress  has  been  maintained  throughout  tho  year,  by  way  of 
repair  and  improvement  to  many  dwellings.  There  are  still  many  houses 
not  yet  up  to  the  standard  of  ^Category  One*'  which  infers  that  onoy  have 
all  the  amenities  as  required  by  the  Housing  Act  Standards,  but  the 
progress  which  is  now  being  made  through  tho  Grants  which  arc  available 
is  most  gratifying,  and  gradually  the  sub- standard  house, will,  it  is 
hoped,  bo  a  thing  of  tho  past  and  it  is  the  chief  object  of  this  Department 
to  still  further  increase  tho  standard  of  housing  accommodation  throughout 
tho  District* 

My  concern  in  respect  to  tho  conditions  under  which  some 
families  arc  still  living  cannot  be  expressed  too  strongly.  Hence  my 
reports  to  the  various  Committees  from  time  no  cime,  recommending  ohab 
immediate  action  be  taken  under  tho  Statutory  powers  given  by  the 
Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts* 

Co-operation  between  the  Department  and  Owners  generally 
is  still  being  well  maintained.

The  above  44cts  have  now  replaced  the  Housing  Act, 1949,  and  as 
previously  reported  financial  assistance  under  those  Acts  can  now  be  obtained 
for  two  typos  of  Grants,  i*o»  ’’Standard**  and  '’Discretionary”. 


The  interest  which  continues  to  be  shown  by  Owners  has  been  most 
encouraging,  and  enquiries  arc  continually  being  received  concerning  the 
same# 


Owner  /  Occupiers  arc  still  the  principal  applicants  who  are  telling 
advantage  of  the  Acts,  several  applications  havu  also  been  received  from 
Owners  of  private  property# 


The  housing  shortage,  probably  not  now  so  acute,  is  diminishing 
only  slowly  and  is  likely  to  be  with  every  Local  Authority  for  some  time  to 
come,  and  the  need  to  keep  existing  property  in  a  good  state  of  repair 
is  as  great  as  ever.  This  does  not  imply  that  the  life  of  property  which 
is  structurally  worn  out  should  bo  condemned  and  demolished,  but  it  does 
mean  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  ensure  that  all  dwelling  houses 
at  present  structurally  sound  should  not  be  allowed  to  still  further 
deteriorate.  It  was  considered,  probably  at  Ministry  level,  that  the 
present  standard  of  ’’Fitness”  was  too  low  hence  the  introduction  of  the  two 
forms  of  improvement . grants  referred  to,  with  the  sole  intention  of 
encouraging  house  owners  to  improve  their  properties. 


The  fact  that  these  grants  are  available  for  the  improvement 
of  properties,  and  that  they  do  net  include  repair  work,  is  emphasised  and 
one  wonders  Way?  Surely  the  main  requirements  of  a  house  that  is  fit  for 
human  habitation  an.  that  it  shall  be  free  from  defects,  and  this  from  my 
experience  of  the  operation  of  the  Acts  is  of  greater  importance  than  say 
bathroom  facilities,  desirable  though  this  amenity  may  be. 


The  reluctance  on  the  part  of  house  owners  to  accept  what  is  now 
virtually  money  for  nothing  could  be  due  chiefly  to  the  fact  that  in  many 
cases  repairs  would  hove  to  be  carried  out  before  an  improvement  grant 
could  be  approved,  and  that  a  largo  number  of  properties  of  the  type 
suitable  for  improvement  grants  arc  owned  and  occupied  by  people  with 
limited  capital  who  find  it  impossible  to  bear  both  the  cost  of  repair  and 
their  part  of  the  cost  of  the  Tnprovomnnt  Grant, 


In  several  instances  in  your  own  District  the  expenditure  incurred 
in  carrying  out  repairs  lias  boon  more  than  the  approved  Grant.  If  it  is 
in  the  interests  of  the  community  to  provide  amenities  in  private  houses 
partially  at  least  at  public  expense^  then  why  not  complete  the  task  by 
making  a  grant  also  to  cover  part  of  the  cost  of  repairs'?

HOUSING  ACCOMODATION, 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a  total  of  351  Applicants  on  the 
Council*  s  waiting  list  which,  as  will  bo  noted,  include  Applicants  living 
with  relatives  or  in  rooms  (Category  A),  and  those  in  occupation  of  a 
self  contained  house  (  Category  B)  *  In  this  latter  group  the  reasons  given 
for  requiring  housing  accomodation  nay  be  due  to;  (a)#  Having  received 
notice  to  quit  from  the  owner,  (b)  *  On  nodical  grounds,  (c).  Overcrowding* 

Of  the  351  applications  which  have  been  made ,71  were  for  Old  Ago 
Pensioners  Bungalows*  The  only  building  development  now  in  progress  by 
the  Council  is  the  erection  of  .24  aged  persons  bungalows,  and  any  rehousing 
of  the  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  can  only  be  made  by  the  transfer 
of  occupants* of  a  two  or  three  bedroom  typo  house  on  the  Council1 s  or 
North  Eastern  Housing  Association  estates,  who  are  themselves  Old  Ago 
Pensioners.  This  was  recommended  to,  and  approved  by, the  Housing  Tenants 
Committee .

SEMERAGB  AND  DISPOSAL* 


Millom, 

To  serve  private  development,  the  main  sower  in  Salt house  Road  was 
extended  a  further  26  yards,  and  an  additional  manhole  was  constructed* 

Planning  approval  having  been  obtained  to  commence  a  building  site 
for  private  development  on  land  in  Moor  Road,  it  was  necessary  to  divert 
the  existing  l3n  sewer  to  obviate  the  erection  of  buildings  on  the  sewer 
and  also  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  layout  of  the  site. 

The  work  of  re-routing  this  sower  was  carried  out  by  the  Contractors, 
under  the  supervision  of  my  Department,  and  no  expenditure  was  incurred 

by  the  Council* 

14  yards  of  6”  Sower  was  rclaid  and  additional  manhole  provided  at 
Poolside,  havorigg. . 

5  lengths  of  13W  Sower  have  had  to  be  renewed  on  the  main  outfall 
sower  at  the  Foreshore,  Havorigg,  including  also  repairs  to  the  apron  and 
pitchings  connected  with  the  same  sewer* 
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Several  blockings  have  occurred  on  the  severs,, which  servo  the 
Dankfiold  Road  and  Sea:  View  areas  at  Havorigg,  From  an  investigation 
which  was  carried  out  this  appears  to  be  arising  from  the  defective 
condition  on  the  main  outfall  sewer  and  arrangements  have  been  made  to 
re lap  a  length  of  this  sewer,  and  convert  the  two  existing  lampholes 
connected  therewith  to  the  standard  typo  manholes  which  will  facilitate 
easy  clearing  of  the  sewer  in  the  future . 

For  some  time  it  has  not  been  possible  to  inspect  the  condition  of 
the  main  Trunk  Sewer,  which  has  its  outfall  on  oho  dmbanlnnent,Hillom,  on 
account  of  if  being  continually  waterlogged,  the  cause  of  which  arises 
from  the  now  slag  tipping  area  and  a  dam  which  has  been  constructed  in  the 
Channel,  which  received  the  discharge  from  the  Council's  sowers  serving 
the  Newtown  area  of  mil  lorn.  The  purpose  of  this  dam  being  to  conserve 
water  for  the  .Gas  Plants  of  the  Ironworks. 

Since  the  slag  tipping  area  referred  to  has  been  in  operation  tho 
condition,  as'  far  as  tho  Council's  sewer  Is  concerned,  has  gradually  got 
worse  and  the  position  is  now  becoming  serious.  In  examination  of  this 
sower  can  now  only  be  made  when  part  of  tho  Ironworks  is  closed  down  and 
the  dam  released,  said  even  this  does  not  entirely  give  a  olear  access 
to  the  sower  to  carry  out  repairs. 

Contacts  and  negotiations  with  tho  representatives  of  the  Ironworks, 
on  the  question  of  obtaining  ail  alternative  source  of  water  supply  for  the 
works  and  the  removing  of  this  dam,  arc  now  proceeding#
